About by His Wife,

BIS ECCENTRICITIES RECALLED,

New Fstimates of His Income That Scale
I'own (ld Ones

O City, Feb, 16.—Mrs. John Steele, af
Ashignd, Neb., has been here on s visit
for the past week, Mrs. Steele i the wife
of a man to whom the discovery of peiro-
leum in Pennsylvanis gave a wider reputa-
tion than any other man, and one concern-
ing whom many true stories And many noble
lies have been told. He is none other than
the famons ‘“Coal 0il Johnny,"” whose
former home was mear HRounseville, this
county, and who now has a farm near the
Nebraska town named after him.

Mrs Steele was given an opportunity to
correct in an interview some of the “Arab-
inn Nights'' tales told about her hushand’s
ececntrie actions in the davs when he was &
reported millionaire and when his source of
wealth seemed limitless. She had been
weaaried long ago by exaggerated interviews
with her husband and herself and declined
to talk, but the following interésting points
were obtained from sn authentic source
The wealth of Mr, Steele has undoubtedly
hre; overrated—ihat is to say, his wealth in
cash.

He Hpd $100,000 In Cash.

At the time the Pitisburg Sanitary Com-
mission made an offer to donate a soldler's
monument to the county msking the largest
contribution, the producers of this section
agreed to set sside for that purpose the

roceeds from their wells for one day. Mr.

teele’s contribution for that day was
£2,500, which was a falr gauge of what his
wells were doing.

The farm and the conjuncltive interests
bequeathed to bim by hisx egrandmother he
probably could have disposed of for half s
million dollars or more when the same
came into his sion, but it is donbtful
if at any time he posessed more than §100,-
000 in cash.

His expensive eccentricities were many,
but did not include as often reported, the
rumhuing und giving away of a Thotel
n Philadelphin, The story probably grew
out of the fact that while in Philadelphia
at one time he experienced some difficulty
in securing a hack and finally bought one
outright; that when he got throngh with
the rig the driver asked him what to do with
it and he told him to keep it. It was on
that trip to Philadelphia that he, while
with S8locum, the fellow who was “‘showing
him the world, "attracted so much attention
by going about with bills of various de-
numfnuinnl tied in the buttonholes of his
elothing—by making small purchases with
good sized bills, taking no change back and
even lighting cigars with his money.

Curions Ways of Spending His Maney.

Another of his eccentricities on that trip
was the forming of & negro minstrel troupe
st random, for esch of the members of which
he bonﬁn a suit of clothes when he en
him. He brought his troupe here, and that
was abount all he did with it

The details of his doinge in Philadelphis,
New York, Sarntoga, and elsewhere, in-
cluding his riences with sharpers—no-
tably his €10, acquaintance with John
Morrissey—have been written threadbare.
Summed up briefly the main points in his
life are these: en quite young he be-
came an orphan _and was adopted b{ his
ﬂ'mdpnreuh, Mr. and Mrs William

cClintock. He was married two or three
years before he becmme of age, and worked
4t farm work until the oil excitement be-

He then engaged in hauling oil down
Sﬁtcmk and haoling coal back with a pair
of old plugs. The result was theupmmion
of & good team of his own, The McClintock
farm became one of the most yaluable slong
Oil creek. Mra. MeClintock survived her
busband several years, and when she died, in
1865, the adopted son, Bteele, became the
sole heir to her property.

Beelng the World With Hiy Wealth.

He soon caleulated to see some of the
world with his wealth ond he eaw il. He
sought notoriety and he got it. He spent
his money like & man with Monte Cristo
backing—wsap bled by lesches, fleeced by
sharpers, and in a few years, his oil inter-
ests in the meantime rapidly depreciating
in value, he found himself n a poor
man. But no one ever heard him express
particular regrot over the return he re-
ceived for his money,

At one time when he was highest in his
eccentric extravagances, Captain J. J. Van-
dergrift, T. H. Williams and others sent for
him and kindly expostulated with him on
the poiut that he ought to save some of his
money. He thanked them for their friend-
Iy advice, but said that he had made a liv-
ing by hauling oil and could do it again if
necessary. He couldn’t rest until he had
spent that fortune, Ultimately he got the
required rest.

cousin of Mr, Steele maintains that the
estimates which have been pat upon Steele's
wealth baye not, as & general thing, been
exaggerated. He says that he personall
knows that when Mrs. McClintock di
Steele inherited £125,000 ila‘gold and about
$100,000 in other money. & income from
his wells then was from $1,000 to $2,000 &
day. The cousin says that from his knowl-
edge of Steele’s aftairs he should say that at
one time ‘“Coal Oil Johnny' could have
produced $1,000,000 in cash.
